Couple gets ready to see Fort McMurray house for the first time in a month

Heather Thomas isn't sure 
how it will feel to see her atilF 
standing house when she re¬ 
turns to Fort McMurray later 
this week. 

“Things surprise you. Some¬ 
times I'm fine ... but I have 
other days where I cry and I 
get angry,“ Thomas said. 

“But ifs OK. because that's 
part of the healing nature of 
going through a traumatic 
event.** 

Heather and her husband. 
Ru ssell, said they feel lucky 
because their house in down¬ 
town was left unscathed. Still, 
going back comes with chal¬ 
lenges. For one. it'll require 
the family to split up yet 
again. 

The couple plans to be twm 
of the first to return to the 
city as part of a phased re- 
entiyr, Vi^hich starts Wednes¬ 
day. for the more than 90,000 
people who evacuated Fort 
McMurray in early May.. 

But because of air quality 
concerns and the lack of sup¬ 
plies in the city, their two 
sons — one of w^hom has 
asthma — will stay back in 
Edmonton. 

Heather will also head 
back south after retrieving 
her car, leaving Russell to 
get the house ready for the 
family’s eventual return. 

The family was first separ¬ 
ated by the wildfire about one 
month ago: the morning of 


May 3 saw them on opposite 
sides of towm — and as a re¬ 
sult. forced to flee in opposite 
directions. 

Russell, an artist, headed 
south that morning, to teach 
a painting workshop in Anzac. 

“The sky w'as blue, the day 
looked perfect,*’ he said. 


Meanwhile. Heather wel¬ 
comed a client at her home 
office in downtown Fort Mc¬ 
Murray. 

Her first indication of 
trouble was when her client’s 
cellphone rang. And rang 
again. And rang a third time. 

“So she checked her phone 


— and she leapt off the table 
and ran out of the house.” 
Heather said. 

lhat’s wheu she looked out¬ 
side and saw the huge clouds 
of smoke billowing over a hill. 

Heather picked up her 
youngest son from school. 
Luckily, her oldest had stayed 


home sick that day, or would 
have been on the other side 


□ f the city. 

Meanwhile, about 25 min¬ 
utes away, Russell's painting 
students were getting ready 
to paint. 

Wheu he heard evacuations 
had begun, he raced north, 
but it w^as loo late. 

“J hit the firewall that was 
just to the left of the highway, 
like literally, one row of trees 
a^vay from the highway. And 
the flames were hundreds of 
feel high,'* he said. 

Left with no choice. Rus¬ 
sell drove south, eventually 
ending up in Calgary. 

Heather, her two sons and 
the family hedgehog escaped 
north, and spent two nights 
going from workcamp to 
workcamp before eventual¬ 
ly getting a flight out. 

Two diiys after evacuating, 
they stepped off a plane in 
Calgary and into Russell's 
wailing arms. 

“We did this family of four 
plus hedgehog hug," she said. 
“But it was probably the best 
hug I've ever had.” 

This time will be different. 
Heather says, though she's 
looking forward to reuniting 
as a family back in Fort Mac. 

“That's where my kids were 
born, that’s where 1 live.” 
she said. 

“It's home.” 
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Things surprise you. Sometimes 
Vm fine... but I have other days 
where I cry and I get angry.

As Fort MtMurray residents 
begin to return to their homes 
this weeitK they’ll do so under 
the watch of an increased po¬ 
lice presence designed to keep 
everyone safe. 

Approximately 150 members 
of the RCMP will be patrolling 
the streets of Fort iVlcMurray 
Wednesday, including about 80 
who have traveiled from other 
parts of the province. 

That's in addition to the 30 
officers overseeing Highway 
63, as the estimated 15^00D 
people expected to return Tues¬ 
day jostle for space on the one 
major road into town. 

““The basic challenge is mak¬ 
ing sure everyone gets home 
safely," Supt. Rob McCloy of 
the Wood Buffalo RCMP said 


addressing media Tuesday. 

“We expect there Vidll be 
extra traffic on the highways, 
we'll also have our RCMP heli¬ 
copter in the air monitoring 
traffic." 

The increased police 


presence should also deter 
criminal activity as people re¬ 
turn to their homes and be¬ 
longings. 

“As police officers we're 
trained to know w^hen some¬

Premier Rachel Notley plans lo 
be in Fort McMurniy on Wednesr 
■day to help residents turn the 
page on a devastating 'wildfire 
a.nd says she will carry'with her 
wid memories of the eiirly di^ 
of the disaster. 

Scenes of families in truclui 
and cars reduced to a crawl as 
they tried to escape through cur¬ 
tains of flame below a sl^' rain¬ 
ing embers. 

The da\r she went to the region 
iind the wiLdfirie literally chased 
her around. 

'fhe tour of destroyed neigh¬ 
bourhoods reduced to grey ex¬ 
panses of soot. 

It was the small things that 
jumped out. 

■‘1 hadn’t realized you go 
to a place where there was a 
house and what do jnau see on 
the giound.^ Nads. Pdes and piles 
of nails,'* said Notley in an inter- 
snenrV with The Canadian iriess. 

“iiecause that’s w'hat's left 
when eveiyUhing bums to- the 
ground. Just nails es^erywhere.'" 

Notley^ recalled the first day, 
Miiy 3 k was focused on getting 
people out and nothing mote. 

^he said she was amazed to 
see families in cars inch their 
way past flames and not break 
down into mad panic. 

A diiy laten Node}' flew lo Fort 
McMurray to see what the prov¬ 
ince was up against and looked 
dosvn on a city shrouded by “a 
mountain of smoke.” 


She landed at the operations 
centre at the airport just as the 
ftre forced staff there to heiid 
south to the hamlet of /\nzac. 

.Notley flew to Anzac under a 
bl'ue sky, met and chatted svith 
people, and suddenly ever^'one 
was on the run again. 

“There was this great big wall 
of black (smoke) coming tosvard 
jVnzac. That was the day where 
we had the biggest sense of the 
intensity, of the heat, and of the 
unpredictability'of the fire." 

It was a disaster without a 
playbook: A fire that changed 
from horn' to hour, the province 
needing to scramble in fire crews, 
get people out and find homes 
and money for evacuees — ill] 
while protecting the city and 
the nearby oilsands so ciitica] 
to jMberta’s economy. 


For more than two weeks 
straight, Notiey's attention was 
sole^ on the fire as she receh'ed 
briefings and then spoke to re¬ 
porters at the openitions centre 
in Edmonton. 

The plan, in short, was con- 
stimt updiites. All frets itnd no 
speculation. Those were the 
lessons learned in the fire that 
destroj'ed part of SJai-'e Lake in 
3D'll. Nod^' faced daily demands 
lo update the number and loca¬ 
tion of homes lost and deliver a 
dale lo get evacuees back. 

At night, she said, the fire 
came home with her. 

“It’d be hard not to (think 
about it), but 1 would think about 
it in a difierent context. J would 
think iibout it as a parent. I would 
talk about it with my kids.”

Alberta kremier Rachel Nol- 
ley says the devastating fire in 
Fort McMurray underlines the 
need for a national discussion 
on disaster mitigation. 

Notley said Tuesday she has 
already asked that the subject 
be added to the agenda fiir July's 
premiers meeting in White¬ 
horse, Yukon. 

“We're not the first jurisdic¬ 
tion that's been struggling with 
this problem. It's happening all 
over the country', w'Mch is one 
of the reasons why weTi; want¬ 
ing to look at a broader conver¬ 
sation, because we're frankly 
not the only province with a 
lot of boreal forest," Notley said. 

“We hav'e a federal disaster 


relief program but we also need 
lo look at whether there's the 
opportunity for potentially 
more federal support." 

The premier said hergov'em- 
ment is reviewing recommenda¬ 
tions from earlier reports such 
as the one after the 2011 fire 
in Slave Lake, jMta. 

A re\iew committee set up 
iifter the fire warned that ’'agii^ 
coniferous forests dominate 
moire of the landscape" and 
are more flammable than they' 
were 50 y'ears ago. 

“The risk O'f wildfires and 
the threat they pose to lives, 
homes, communities and in¬ 
dustry is Increasing," the review

The Alberta govern me nt is 
hoping to hand mnnicipalities 
broad new powers to reduce the 
costs of growth and to boost af¬ 
fordable housing. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Danielle Larivee introduced the 
nevi^ Municipal Cjdvemrnent.'\ct 
'iiiesday. w^hich if passed would 
for the first time allow vMberta 
municipalities to charge land 
developers a portion of costs 
they spend building new^ fire 
haUs, recreation centres, librar¬ 
ies and police stations. 

“Right now, grovrth is not 
being funded by growth; it is 
being funded by the whole mu¬ 
nicipality,'’ said larivee. “'This ap 
preach will make sure that the 
fire halls, swimming pools and 
services people need are there 
when they move in." 

'Ihe new billsvould also allow 
dries like Hdmonton to mandate 
intlusionai)^ zoning, which can 
force devekjpers to indiide a per¬ 
centage of affordable housing in 
new developments. 

“There are more than 30,000 
jMbertans on wait lists for gosr- 
ermnent-STipported affordable 
housing units or programs," said 
Larivee. 

Brad Armstrong, chair of the 
Uiljitn Development Institute, 
said the group is still ne\newing 
the legislation, but feels both the 
cost of affordable housing and 
proposed levies won't be paid 
by dey^elopers. 

“They gel transferred to the 
cost of a netv home,'’ he said. 

A recent study Edmonton 
commissioned revealed that 
three new greenfield develop¬ 
ments would cost the dly SI.4 
biUion more than thejf will uT 


tirruitely neap in taxes over their 
lifespan. 

.Mayor Don Iveson said the 
act could reduce that burden. 

“It's new tools in the tool btjx, 
which will reduce the long-term 
requirement to the general tax¬ 
payer,'* he said. 

Iveson also said he under¬ 
stands the changes could add to 
the cost of new homes, but that 
might be the fairest solution. 

“There is a case to be made 
that where there is a clear and 
direct benefit to a new home¬ 
owner that cost should be borne 
by that new homeowner.” 

Municipalities must 
work tcgelher 

y^ccording to the new act, Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton will need 
growth management boards, 
designed to tackle the big issue 
as the major cities expanid. 

Hdmonton already hits one 
through the Capital Region 
Board while Calgary doesn’t. 

The boards wiU look at how^ 
to share costs betw^een munici¬ 
pal ities for shared services. If 
the boards can't come up with 


plans the province will step in to 
mandate them. They have three 
years after the bill comes into 
law^ in 2017 to figure that out. 

Different taxation 

The government lias fieed up 
munidpaliries to assess different 
kinds of businesses at different 
tax rates, in a bid to potentially 
support small business. 

Cities would be allowed to 
cittrge a conyenience store losver 
taxes than an oil and gas plant, 
for e.xaniple, but the govenuTient 
is still deyreloping tegularions. 

More tax changes 

Municipalities won’t be able 
to charge businesses drastically 
more than th^’charge residents 
under new rules in ±e legisla¬ 
tion.'Ihe province has instituted 
a capped ratio of 5 to I, meaning 
business tax can't be more than 
five times higher than residen¬ 
tial ones. 

The cap won't mean changes 
for Hdmonton orCaJgarjr, but IS 
communities in the province 
currently have a kiiger than the 
acceptable ratio.

Assisted suicide 
bill passes House 


The federal government’s 
tontroversial bill on assisted 
dying siiiied through the House 
of Commons on Tuesday^ ap¬ 
proved by a vote of tS-fi-l 37. 

“It's an historic day^“ Health 
Minister Jane Phiipott said im¬ 
mediately following the vote^ 
thanking MJPs for passing a 
bill she said “'will essentially 
transform end-of-life care op¬ 
tions for Canadians." 

Only four Liberal JMPs — 
including Rob Oliphant^ the 
chair of a special joint parlia¬ 
mentary^ committee that had 
recommended a much more 
permissive approach to assisted 
dying—voted against BiU C-14^ 
as did most Conservatives, all 
New Democrat and Bloc Que- 
becois MPs and Green Leader 
Elizabeth May. 

But the bill now heads into 
choppier waters in the Senate, 
where the government has 
less control over the agenda 
and many independent-mind¬ 


ed senators are pushing for 
amendments. 

It is virtually guaranteed the 
bill will not be passed by Mon¬ 
day, the day the ban on assisted 
djnng is formally lifted in ac¬ 
cordance with last year’s land¬ 
mark Supreme Court ruling. 

“No, no, impossible^“ Sen. 
Claude Carignan, Conservative 
leader in the Senate. 

Senators are not dragging 
their feet; they've agreed to 
extend their silting hours and 
ha've taken the usual step of in¬ 
viting Justice Minister Jody Wil- 
son-Raybonld and Philpott to 
testify about the bill before the 
entire Senate on Wednesday. 

However, they must still de¬ 
bate the bill at second reading, 
send it to committee to hear 
from some half a dozen wit¬ 
nesses, propose and consid¬ 
er possible amendments and 
debate and vote on the bill a 
final time.

Toxic rocket to make a splash iu the Arctic 


Environmentalists are angry^ 
that a Russian rocket stage pot¬ 
entially carrying highly toxic 
chemicals is expected to splash 
down this sveekend in a bio¬ 
diversity hotspot in the Can¬ 
adian vVrctic. 

“The Idea of dropping a mis¬ 
sile full of toxic chemicals in the 
Arctic waters ofFBaffin Island is 
just ns preposterous as drilling 
for oil there,” Greenpeace Arctic 
cnmpiiigner Alex Speei's-Roesch 
said liiesday. 

“Dumping these chemicals 
from a ship would be a clear 
violation of international and 
Ciininlian law, and it is no more 


acceptable w'hen it is dumped 
from the air.” 

An interruitional asdation au¬ 
thority' has issued a notice warn¬ 
ing that debris from a Russian 
rocket launch is slated to fall 
Biitunday into Baffin Bay. 'lhat's 
outside Canada's territorial wat¬ 
ers but inside an economk zone 
the country' partially controls. 

The space debris is a stage 
from a rocket set offiunder Rus¬ 
sia’s Rokot program, a for-profit 
service that launches commer¬ 
cial satellites, said Michael Byers, 
a professor of intenuirional law 
and an Arctic expert at UBC,

the rules by informing asdation 
authorities of the launch and 
the splashdoTvn. The stage is 
falling over a remote stretch

He notes Rokot uses repur¬ 
posed Cold-War-era intercontin¬ 
ental ballistic missiles to launch 
siiitellites.

whether chEirgesare WEtn^mted, 
the office said. 

Police said os^er the weekend 
that no charges were planned, 
but spokeswoman Tiffaney 
Hardy said 'Juesday they are still 
gathering information.

The treETcherous MediterrEinejn 
Sea CTOssing from Libya to Italy 
has claim^ the lives of over 
1,D30 migranta in the last week, 
mostly as barely seaworthy 
smuggling boats foundered 
and sank despite calm seas 
and sunny skies, a migration 
ETgency said Tuesday, citing new 
accounts from survivors. 

The staggering death toll 


foreshadows more disasters 
ahead tn the next few months 
as the region gears up for its 
traditional summer-fall spike 
in human trafficking as the 
weather improves and the seas 
grow warmer. Aid officials said 
it also suggests that Libyan 
smuggling gangs are using even 
riskier tactics than before to 
profit from the tcoent of those 
desperate to reach the safety or 
economic promise of Europe. 

The jaw-dropping tally is 
only from shipwrecks that are 
known to authorities, who 
readily admit they simply do 
not know how^ many people 
are being cheated by smug¬ 
glers, jammed into obviously

“The important 
takeaway from my 
perspecti\'e is that we 
had this weakness uir 
folding even before we 
start talking about the 
wildfires in Alberta, 
which is going to just 
disrupt economic data 
over the next couple of months^ 
he said. 

“My concern is that we lack 
drivers of the economy heading 
into the second quarter and into 
the second half of the year.*" 

The economy grew at an an¬ 
nual rate of 2,4 per cent in the 
first quarter.

The idea of turning her local 
thurch into a communitjr hub 
was at the foreffout of Leanne 
Moussa's mind when it went up 
for sale two years ago. 

With a group of other resi¬ 
dents, Moiissa paid $ 1.52 million 
for jMI Saints Anglican Church in 
tlttawa, once the site of iTime 
Minister Robert Borden's state 
funeral. 

"'We had a real interest in 
preserving what ^ve see as tm 
important place of Canadian 
history, and preserving that as 


a public space in some way," 
she said. “We think this build¬ 
ing and this propeity has served 
some important functions, not 
just for the congregation but for 
the larger tommunityC 

Once the renovations and re¬ 
pairs are complete, the church 
will be home to a coffee shop, a 
weddiog event space and meet¬ 
ing rooms for book Liunches, 
art shows and activist groups. 
Eventuiilly, the chnrch's lower 
haU svill be turned into a perma¬ 
nent restaurant. 

Moussa, who is not religious, 
notes All Saints is stiU a home of 
worship for faith-based groups. 
It’s used as a mosque on Friday, 
a synagogue on Saturday and a 
church to two Christian groups 
on Sunday. It's also is a tfetina- 
tion for tango and yoga classes. 

■“Our business pUin is focused 


on beii^ a financially wabie pro¬ 
ject that continues to serve the 
community and we think we 
can do both," she said. 

“We want to continue to en¬ 
gage the community, have people 
continue to come here so they 
can start to get the feel of this 
place as a hub.'"

Today marks the onset of 
a perfect storm the NDP 
government must weather.

When people be^n returning 
to Fort McMurray today, the 
natural reaction might be 
to see is as the end of a dark 
chapter — the most difficult 
times falling behind us — and 
to be thankful that so much 
human suffering has been baF 
anted by so little loss of life. 

Today does 
mark the begimiing of the 
end of fear and adrenaline 
for the residents of Fort Mt- 
Murray. vVnd we should be 
thankful.

In early 2015, a Mainstreet 
Technologies poll, published 
by the Galgaiy Herald in the 
days before the provincial 
election, found that just 15 
perceiit of;\Jbetta res^nd- 
ents were in favour of increas¬ 
ing taxes to offset foiling oil 
revenues. More than 40 per 
cent said spending shou Id be 
cut instead. v\nd just nine per 
cent said a sales tax ^vould be 
the best solution. (Alberta is 
alone in provincial Canada in 
not having a sales tax.) 

Meanwhile, who would 
propose the idea of cutting 
spending in a time like this? 
Rebuilding Fort McMurray is 
a must. Spending is without 
doubt set to increase for many 
years ahead. 

And so, whether it wants 
to or not. the Alberta you 
may think you know from 
your perch in I’oronto, Win¬ 
nipeg, Halifax or Vancouver, is 
doubtiessiy set to change. 

Really, the fires have only 
begun.

This tradition has not died, 
but it is being infiltrated, and 
even undermined. 

Take Glamour magazine's 
series "Abortion in America: 
The Tipping Point," which 
promises to look at "what's 
next for activists on both 
sides" but features headlines 
that are clearly pro-cholce. 
E.g., "I've Already Been 'Pun¬ 
ished' For My Abortion " "Okla¬ 
homa Governor Sees Reasons, 
Vetoes Anti-Abortion Bill" and 
Teffifying (and True) Facts 
About Violence Against Abot- 
lion Providers." 

The Cut, osiensibfy New 
York Magazine's lifestyle verti¬ 
cal, has lately been the home 
of feminist takes on every¬ 
thing from Rokudenashiko, the 
fopanese vagina artist to how 
not to give women dating ad¬ 
vice, to sexism in Hollywood. 
Ref inery29, an online fashion/ 
lifestyle magazine, was seem¬ 
ingly founded to serve hip 
young women willing lo click 
on a ^fsexism link. 

Then there's Cosmo¬ 
politan, which announced 
political coverage lo great 
fanfare in 2014, a move that 
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MSNBC attributed to "a high 
demand for conversations 
on women's political issues." 
Recently, Cosmo published a 
slam piece on Donald Trump's 
"'soft' misogyny'” and a look at 
how Baylor University "Failed 
lo Help Women Who Were 
Sexually Assaulted" with the 
subhead 'This is a really big 
deal.'' 

fn Canada, Chatelaine has 
been shifting gears under 
editor-in-chief Lianne George, 
publisfiing feminist lakes on 
Jian Ghomeshi (while shying 
away from the word ''femin¬ 
ism"), a series of personal es¬ 
says on women's relationships 
to their breasts,, and regular 
dispatches on women's issues 
from columnist Rachel Giese. 
Even Flare magazine profiled 
the "Boss Babe" of Toronto's 
women-only taxi service 
DriveHer amid stories of run¬ 
way-inspired prom hair. 

That doesn't mean women's 
mags aren't flogging the usual 
wares ("Gel light abs" "Wake 
up hotter!"). Nor that the 
whole package isn't still raciaF 
ized (Caution; white women 
every where!) and classist.

When one thiriks af heist mov¬ 
ies. they generally don't think 
of Beaujolais. 

Then again, with most of us 
unable to truly tell the differ¬ 
ence between an expensive sip 
of Burgundy from the Puligny- 
Montrachet region of France 
and a swig of cheap vino from 
New Jersey, it’s a Vi'onder there 
isn't more wine fraud. 

In the neiw film Sour Grupes, 
filmmakers Jerry RothweJl and 
Reuben Atlas untov'ered the 
storji' of Rudy Kumiawan — a 
phony wine savant who w'as 
able to surround himself with 
society's elite and earn millions 
auctioning counterfeit vintages. 

■“Wine has its own language, 
and it's a strange language be¬ 
cause it's about putting taste 
intowiords," exphiuied Rothwell. 


“'I'here's good and bad wine and 
there's got to be some Vi^ay to 
define that and it's into that 
gap ivhere Rudy Jumps— this 
thing that's hard to pin down, 
subjective and wry' much about 
the context." 

Context is e^reOfthing when 
discussing the high-end world 
of wine collecting. As the film 
shows, Rurninwan was able to 
mimic the rarest vintiiges by 
cracking into high society cir¬ 
cles. Hiinonaire Bill Koch ev'en 
purchased about S4 million 
worth of Kumiawan's slock — 
w'hich the infamous financier 
eventually found to be bogus. 

“It's just been commodified 
into this thing for w'hich in¬ 
credible amounts of money 
change tumds." said Rothw'ell 
of the runaw'ay svine market 
at the ttim of the millennium, 
w'hen Kurniaw'an's con svas at 
its height. 

“We both knew' the film had 
to take a non-wine audience 


into this sveird ivorld of wine 
aficionados," said Rothweli of 
the movie's caper-like structure. 

“As we startkl to realize Rudy 
was going to be the mysterious 
centre of the film rather than 
the narrative voice, it would 
become a film that was about 
being conned and about s'ul- 
nerability." 

Surely, there is some CEithartic 
pleasure in watching million¬ 
aires fall prey to a seemingly 
harmless hustler. But even as 
both filmmaker's stated their 
aim was to “hold a finger up 
to sommeliers telling you w'hy 
you ordered wrong," they also 
discovered the world of wine 
collection is more than just 
snobbery'. 

“Wine is a legitimirte art form 
and collectors even hav'e legit¬ 
imacy." said Atlas. “You may 
disagree with the money thej,' 
spend |but| the more 1 learned 
about the wine world, the more 
1 felt sympathetic to everybody."

Most people wouldn't dream 
of smoking ice tream, but grill¬ 
ing guru Steven Kaichlen insists 
jou can. In his pursuit of adding 
depth of flavour to food, he's 
tried smoking almost everything 

Not only does Kaichlen smoke 
the traditional — ribs, pork 
shoulder, brisket, chicken — 
but he likes to push the envelope 
with eggs, chMsetake and ev^en 
ice cubffi for cocktails. 

Ihe 'IV host and author calls 
smoke the "umami of barbecue'^ 
because it acts like a flavour in- 
tensifier, transforming familiar 
foods into something unique. 

Smoked eggs taste as if 
they've been kissed by a bris¬ 
ket or smoked salmon. A quick 
strong blast of smoke on ice 
creain keeps it from melting 
and is “just enough to get a won¬ 
derful patina." 

"It's the best ice cream you'll 
ever taste because it has some¬ 
thing that ice cream doesn't nor¬ 
mally have," Raichlen saj's during 
a recent visit to Toronto. “You 
know the movie 'llie Wizard of 
Os, the point in the movie where 
it goes from black and white to 
colour'? 1 would say regular ice 
cream is black and white, iind 
then when it's smoked it goes 
to Technicolor,'’ he says. 

While researching his new 
book Project Smoke, published 
by Workman, Raichlen built a 
c^ar smokehouse at his prop-

of buying one of the many t>'pes 
of smokers on the market. He 
also provides tips on techniques 
like hot, cold or smoke-roasting, 
building a fire, choosing the right 
wood for meats and detenidnii^ 
when the cook is done. 

Raichlen, the author of more 
than two dozen books includ¬ 
ing Ihe Ikirheaie] Bible, How¬ 
to Grill and Planet Barbecue!, 
said writing his latest “was a 
teal journey of discoveiy for me 
quite literally.'’ 

He travelled to Oaxaca, Mex¬ 
ico to learn hmv mezeal is made 
with smoked and roasted cac¬ 
tus beans; Islay isliuid, Scotland 
where barley is smoked over 
peat to make Scotch w'hiskyr; 
Scandinavia for smoked fish; 
and the Italian Alps for smoked 
ham and cheese. 

He often visits Quebec to film 
TV shovsts in French—Le Maitre 
du Grill and most recently La 'Tag 
BBQ^— and is a fiin of Montreal's 
smoking scene. He includes a 
recipe for Montreal meatballs 
in the book, tuecanahaw press

It's summer driving ■seosnn. This 
time cjfyeiir. driverji iiren't deal¬ 
ing with ice and 'maw; rmds are 
generally eEtsy to drive and days 
are long so there’s less driving 
En the dark. Conditions niary ap- 
peEir to be gmd. but data shcjws 
that vs'^hlie the frequency of acci¬ 
dents is higher during the win¬ 
ter months , there is a spike in 
insiiranGe daims duringjuly and 
August that suggests collisions 
are luiorie serious in summer. 

“During thesununer months, 
drivers ma.y be less alert and 
watchful because road condi- 
tions are good,"’ explains Steve 
Kee, spokesperson for the In¬ 
surance Eimeitu nfCinada. “But 
there's so much going on — 
there are potholes Jeft from 
winter, lots of v'ehicles including 
bikes and motorcycles, more 
pedestrians. It's actually a time 


when we should be extra vigi¬ 
lant about how we drive. 

False sense of securily 

“What we see is distracted driv¬ 
ing, which is a major cause for 
auto collisions," Kee sa^ns. “Driv¬ 
ers get lulled into a false sense of 
security on the road. They focus 
on music, texts and taiking on 
the phone, as well as figuring 
out directions to where they're 
going, eating while they’re driv¬ 
ing, dealing with the kids or the 
dc^ It's easy to get sidetracked, 
but important to drive safely 
and responsibly." 

Heavy traffic 

Another challenge is traffic. Es¬ 
pecially forCmadians traveling 
to summer homes or vacation 
spots on Friday and Sunday 
nights, roads can be thick with 
traffic and cars may be movdng 
at a snail's pace. Add road con¬ 
struction to the mix and you can 
be faring huge jams. When the 
road opens up. often people put 
the pedal to the metal and try 
to make up for lost time. 

“Speed limits are there for a 
reason. It's all about what speed 
is safe for you to drive," say's 
Kee. “If you go above the limit, 
it won't really get you to where 
you're going that much faster 


but it may get you a ticket or 
perhaps cause an accident^ both 
may cause your insurance pre¬ 
miums to go up." 

Sun glare 

Another issue for summer driv¬ 
ing is the sun. “Invest in a good 
pair of sunglasses," Kee says. 
■“Ihey're importanl when you're 
driving into the sun to help cut 
the glare." He also recommends 
you keep your windshield clean 
inside and out so ^-ou can easily 
see through the window when 
the sun is shining. 

Quick breaks 

For longer road trips, take fre¬ 
quent stops. “When I drive. 1 try 
and stop every hour or so for a 
quick break. Otherviise, your 
hands can get numb, your legs 
stiff, your eyes tired," he says.

He suggests programming 
your GPS before you start so 
you aren't distracted looking 
for directions. 

Road worthy 

Making sure your car is roitd- 
worrhy is another important 
aspect to safe summer driving. 
“Checking your tires and air 
pressure is reaDy smart prac¬ 
tice.'" Kee also says you should 
check fluid levels and have your 
car serviced before any major 
road trip. 

Other drivers 

Finally, watch out for other 
drivers. “Unfortunately, many 
people stili drink and drive, es¬ 
pecially in summer," says Kee. 
“Leave yourself lots of space on 
the road, especially at night and 
the early hours of the morning. 
Be watchful of [jther cars as you 
go through interaections or pass 
by cross streets in case another 
driver is driving dangerously, 
drunk or otherwise." If you see 
someone you suspect may be 
driving under the influeuce, he 
says, call the police inunediately 
to report it. “If you're not alone 
in the car, get your passenger 
to make the cal!. If you're by 
yourself, pull over before you 
phone."

This is the firel year ±e Golf R 
is available with an automatic 
transmission. 

Driving a Volkswagen Golf 
k has always put you in a spe¬ 
cial club of “Save the Manuals'’ 
fanatics, so more than a couple 
enthusiiists melodrairiiitkally 
priKlauned that “this is the end" 
when VW announced that a 
siK-speed CSC tvould become 
aviiilitbJe in the hot hiitch for 
the first time ever. 

Fans liked the fact that this 
hot hatch used to be manual- 
only, because it felt like an ex¬ 
clusive club, but how does the 
k do with this new DSC? Is the 
hot hatch just as hot without 
three pedalsT 

The quick answer is that this 
six-speed DSG is probably the 
best dual clutch automatic trans¬ 
mission on the market right 
now, so any fears about an auto¬ 
matic neutering of the R and 
making it boring are completely 
unfounded. 

The shifts are like rapid fire, 
and the DSG never ^s confused 
and always seems to know what 
gear to be in. There's no weird 
shuddering at low speeds, and 
it's not shy about dropping down 
a gear to keep the engine in its 
svi'eet spot when you need more 
powder Ihe automatic is just so 
good, it doesn't really take away 
from how fiin the k feels and 
it ■will Efven get to to 96 knii'h 
about 0.7 seconds faster than 


the manual can, ev'en though the 
manual is 36 kilograms lifter. 

Helping it hit those spe^fds 
is a 2.0-litre turbocharged four- 
cylinder with 292 horsepower 
That may not seem like much 
in a world of 7£H)-hp Hellcats, 
but in practice, you’U never find 
yourself wanting more.
